Total    Stocks  Same  As  A  Year  Ago 

Stocks  of  all   types  -J    of  leaf  tobacco  owned  by  dealers  and  manufacturers   in 
the  United   States  and  Puerto   Rico    totaled  3>9^2  million  pounds   (farm-sales-weight) 
as  of  April  1„    195^  —^ "  approximately  the   same  quantity  as  reported  a  year 
earlier,      The  1950  tobacco   crop  was   in  stocks  by  April   1  with   the   exception  of 
about   75  million  pounds,    consisting  mostly  of  Maryland,   Pennsylvania  Seedleaf, 
and  Puerto   Hi  can  tobacco  „ 

For   the   southern  types,    flue-cured  stocks  were  up  2  percent  while  holdings   of 
Maryland  tobacco  were   22  percent  greater  than  on  the  previous  April  1,      Stocks 
of  Burley  leaf  were  around  3  percent  below  the  April  1  level  a  year  ago,    while 
fire-cured  holdings   showed  a  10  percent  drop  and  dark  air-cured  stocks  decreased 
U  percent.      For  cigar   leaf,    stocks   of   the   filler   types  were  down  about   6  percent^ 
whereas  holdings  of  the  binder  and  shade-grov/n  types  were  up  around  5  percent 
each  compared  with  the  previous  April   1,

Burl ey  Slightly  Loyer:  Foreign  Cigarette  Leaf  Stocks  Up  Sharply 

Flue-cured  tobacco  holdings  were  1,79^  million  pounds  this  April  1  compared 
with  1,75^  million  a  year  ago.  Although  stocks  of  flue-cured  leaf  are 
greater  than  on  the  previotis  April  1,  the  quantity  on  hand  is  slightly 
"below  the  peak  figure  for  this  quarter  as  of  April  1,  19^8 » 

Burley  tobacco  stocks  were  down  from  the  previous  April  1  level }  reflecting 
the  smaller  195^  crop  compared  with  the  previous  one,  Holdings  this  April  1 
totaled  1,2^1  million  pounds  as  compared  with  15283  million  a  year  earlier. 
Marketing  of  the  195^  crop  of  around  U99  million  pounds  was  completed 
during  the  first  quarter.   This  compared  with  a.  production  of  around 
560  million  pounds  in  19^9. 

Maryland  leaf  inventories  were  up  896  million  pounds  compared  with  last 
April  1  and  were  at  the  highest  level  on  record  for  this  quarter,,   Stocks 
on  April  1,  195*  totaled  U6.7  million  pounds,   The  195°  crop,  estimated  at 
Uq.O  million  pounds,  will  he  marketed  during  the  May~August  period  of  this 
year. 

Domestic  Aromatic  tobacco  has  "been  designated  as  Type  77  &iid  stocks  were 
reported  separately  from  the  other  miscellaneous  domestic  category  for  the 
first  time.  Holdings  as  of  April  1,  195*  totaled  628  thousand  pounds. 

Foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  (Turkish  and  other)  stocks 
were  reported  as  172. 3  million  pounds  as  of  this  April  1  for  an  increase 
of  2" \r)   million  from  a  year  ago.  Holdings  Were  the  largest  *>r.  recc-r^  for 
this  quarter. 

DARK  TOBACCO  STOCKS 

Fire- cured  and  Dark  Air-cured  Holdings  Down  Compared  W i t  h  Previous  April  1 

Fire-cured  tobacco  stocks  showed  a  marked  decrease  from  a  year  ago, 
Holdings  as  of  April  1,  195*  totaled  177»9  million  pounds  as  compared  with 
198,6  million  pounds  on  hand  April  1  last  year*   Inventories  of  Type  22  and 
Type  23  were  ee„ch  down  about  10  million  pounds  whereas  stocks  of  Type  21 
leaf  were  approximately  the  same  as  a  year  earlier c     Holdings  of  fire=cured 
tobacco  were  divided  as  follows:  Virginia  fire-cured,  28,7  million  pounds: 
Eastern  District  Tennessee  and  Kentucky,  105,6  million  pounds;  Western 
District,  ^3*3  million;  and  Henderson  Stemming  0,3  million,  Marketing  of 
the  1950  crop  was  completed  during  the  first  quarter  and  sales  totaled  around 
56.0  million  pounds  or  l6  million  less  than  for  the  previous  crop. 

Dark  air-cured  tobacco  stocks  totaled  9Q«*  million  pounds  this  April  1  which 
wa3  a  decrease  of  h«Q   million  pounds  from  the  previous  April  1  level. 
Holdings  of  Type  35  were  around  1,1  million  below  a  year  ago  while  Type  J>G 
stocks  declined  2.7  million  pounds.   Stocks  of  One  Sucker  tobacco  on  April  1, 
195i  were  U9.3  million  pounds,,  Green  River  3&»5  million,  and  Virginia  sun- 
cured  U.3  million.  Marketings  of  the  1950  cropt  completed  during  the  first 
quarter,  totaled  around  28»0  million  pounds  compared  with  35-9  million  for 
the  19U9  crop.

Stocks  of  cigar-leaf  were  391-1   million  pounds  (farm- sales -weight)  for 
all  domestic  types  including  Puerto  Rican,  and  l6*3  million  ppunds 
(unstemmed  equivalent)  for  foreign-grown  cigar  leaf  types  as  of 
April  I,  195^=  The   corresponding  figures  for  April  1  a  year  ago  were 
H02SH  million  pounds  end  18*9  million  pounds^  respectively.  Most  of 
the  1950  crop  was  in  stocks  prior  to  April  1,  except  for  part  of  the 
Type  kl   crop  plus  most  of  Type  kS   crop. 

Stocks  of  the  cigar  filler  types  in  the  hands  of  dealers  and  manufacturers 
were  211„5  million  pounds  this  April  I  compared  with  22^-2  million  a  year 
ago,  A  considerable  amount  of  the  1950  crop  of  Type  Hi  remained  in  the 
hands  of  growers  this  April  1  while  practically  all  of  the  19^9  crop  was 
in  stocks  "by  the  end  of  the  first  quarter ,  Holdings  of  Type  kG   showed  a 
marked  decrease  of  8„3  million  pounds  from  the  previous  April  1,   Stocks 
of  cigar  filler  were  divided  as  follows;  Pennsylvania  Seedleaff  133o0 
million  pound  s5  Ohio  filler  3^"*  3  million;  and  Puerto  Bican  filler  HU.,1 
million  of  which  17»H  million  pounds  were  on  the  Island,, 

Stocks  of  the  cigar-hinder  types  were  l6208  million  pounds  -  an  increase 
of  7«Q  million  pounds  compared  with  the  previous  April  1,  The  increase 
was  accounted  for  by  larger  stocks  of  Type  52  and  Type  55  which 
considerably  more  than  balanced  a  decrease  in  Type  ^1  BI^-  Type   5^ 
stocks  compared  with  a  year  ago,.  Binder  type  stocks  on  April  1,  195^ 
were  divided  as  follows;;  Connecticut  Valley  Broadleaf  32*G  million 
pound 8 f  Connecticut  Valley  Havana  Seed  3^*0  million,,  New  York  and 
Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed  2U2  million.  Southern  Wisconsin  ^2^6  million

Shade-grown  leaf  holdings  totaled  23,5  million  pounds  on  April  1,.  195^- 
compared  with  22,5  million  a  year  ago.  All  of  the  increase  was  the 
result  of  larger  stocks  of  Type  62  as  holdings  of  Type  6l  were  the  same 
as  a  year  earlier,,   Connecticut  Valley  shade  stocks  were  15*6  million
